Younge, has just issued a report that 
hardly goes to substantiate the ery 
that the presént tariff is the ruin of 
the manufacturers in Canada. In 
this report Mr. Younge statesthat a 
total of 4697 hands are wanted im- 
mediately by the manufactarers of 
Canada. A circular was sent out to 
four hundred and thirty manufactur- 
ers to ascertain their present require- 
ments in eraployees, the result of 
which is that 1110 men, 312 boys and 
i461 girls or women are in immediate 
demand in Ontario. In Quebec 312 
men, 69 boys and 663 girls or women 
are wanted, in Nova Scotia 330 men 
are needed, while Manitoba is looking 
for 80 and British Columbia for 160 
men, This doesn’t look very much 
like the desolation that some oppo- 
sition journals would have us believe 
is among the manufacturers of the 
Dominion.
